WHEREAS, Martha Faulk symbolizes in this community the
noblest attributes of womanhood, and the citiZens of Austin honor
themselves by honoring this superd Christian character who has
devoted her life almost exclusively to enriching the lives of
her family and her friends, and to the strengthening of her
church; and,

WHEREAS, the official representatives of the citimenship
of this community desire to recognize the unselfish life of
service which Martha Faulk has lived, her strong convictions
which have never interfered with her cheerful tolerance of
differing views, and her habit through the years of offering
s home to others who needed it degpite the demands of her own
family of five; and,

WHEREAS, the particular interests of Marthas Faulk have al-
ways been in South Austin where she has lived for many years;

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the City Council of the
City of Austin that Martha Faulk be, and she hereby is, de51gnated
as the FIRST LADY OF SCUTH AUSTIN; and,

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Thursday, May 2k, 1956 be, and
it hereby is, proclaimed MARTHA FAULK DAY in the City of Austin,
and the citizenship of this community is urged, upon that day to
redédicate themselves to the Christian principles which have
governed the life of this great woman.
